EXECUTION AT DIGBY N. 8. 
Special Dispatch te The Cawace Tribune. 


Dur, N. S., Dee. 16.—David Robbins, the 
Bear Hiver wife-murderer, was executed this 
morning at 8:10. The prisoner expressed ex- 
treme penitence and forgiveness towards all bis 
enimie:s. He was nervous and excited for three 
days, and in a semi-unconscious state previous 
to the execution. He partook of no breakfast, 
and was supported on ‘the scaffold. He died 
without a single struggle. The body was buried 
in a gneve behind the jail. Four hundred per- 
sons ware present, 100 of whom only had tickets 
of admission. His last words were: God have 
miercy on me, & miserable sinner.” 

The drop was 3}¢ feet. 

Though public opinion has been somewhat 
divided on the question of his sanity, now that 
the extreme penalty of the law has been dealt to 
bim the universal opinion is that in his case 
nothing more or less than justice has been done. 
Robbins, a man 56 years old, was a farmer and 
well to do; and was a total abstainer. His wife 
and victim, Emmeline Chute, who was but a few 
years his junior, had borne him seven children, 
all sons, the oldest of whom is about 27 years of 
age. They lived together on his farm at Bear 
River, an agricultural district in this 
vicinity, and were in very comfortable circum- 
stances indwed, and yet from some unexplained 
cause the husband, after living happily for near- 
ly thirty years with his wife, became jeaious of 
her, and am ill-feeling arose between them 
which, allowed to go on unchecked, became a 
settled cause of unhappiness. Robbins especial- 
ly became morose and melancholy, and, in 1873, 
the husband and wife parted; but, separation 
not mending matters, they decided to hve to- 
gether again. For a time they lived together in 
appareot harmony, though Robbins asserted 
that their life was not a happy one,.aed that he 
again urged a separation, and that his wife 
should be supportod by the three eldest sons, a 
proposition which she would not listen to, and 
which never failed to bring down upon him 
marital abuse of an extremely exasperating char- 
acter. Things wept until 
July, when Robbins by his 
manner. and actions‘ showed trat a 
climax of some kind was not far distant. He 


seemed unusually thoughtful at this time, and 


often spoke of moving from the neighborhood, 
and those who bad aa opportunity of watching 
his actions discovered that he was selling all 
the farm produce for cash, which he retained. 
These circumstances, however, gave rise to but 
few surmises, and the most serious suspicion 
aroused was that he might carry out his threat 
and suddenly leave the settlement for parts un- 
known. The terrible climax came, however, 
early on the morming of Aug. 19. At about 3 
o’clock in the morning the two youngest sons of 
the murderer were aroused from their sleep by 
a deafening explosion almost coincident with 
which came a scream, foliowed by a succession 
of dull and heavy bloss. The elder of the two 
boys, Brainerd by name, rushed down stairs and, 
entering the room whence the dreadful sounds 
were still coming saw his father standing over his 
mother and beating her withac nter’s mal- 
let upon the head. Hecried to his father to 
stop, and ran out to the bouse of his uncle for 
his brother Wesley, with whom he retarned to 
the fatal room. Here they found that Roboins 
had left, but the evidences of his terrible work 
lay in hideous distinctness before them. Mrs. 
Robbins iay on the floor in a pool of blood, and 
a charred and bioody hole in her night-dress, 
through which yawned a terrible wound in the 
chest, showed how fatel had been the shot whose 
report had brought the two boys to the spot. 
After extinguishing the bed-clothes, which were 
in a hvely blaze, the unele and Brainerd ex- 
amined the wounded woman. They found, 
beside the wound in the chest, that the 
head of the woman wae fairly mashed in, the 
skull-bones giving way upon the liguteet touch 
of the fingers. She was unable to speak, and, 
after lingering for twenty minutes, died, 

The alarm was at once given, and the settlers 
to the numberof 100 armed themselves end 
went in chase of the murderer. The search for 
Robbins continued without success for several 
days, the fact that fbe provincial authorities had 
refused to offer a reward for his arrest not tend- 
ing to increase the zeal of bis pursuers. Ou the 
26th, Wesley Robbins anda neighbor came up 
with him, and the son leveled his gun at 
him, but, though he could easily have fired, 
his filial instinct overcame” bim, and the 
murderer, for the time, escaped. The next 
day Robbins was captured, and an at- 
tempt to lynch bim was only frustrated 
through the unytelding firmness of the authori- 
ties. He admitted his guilt and was committed 
for trial, and a negro, named Alfred Irwine, who 
acknowledged to knowing of the crime after it 
was committed, was indicted as an accomplice. 
Both prisoners were tried at the usual assizes, 
and Irwine was sentenced to one year's impris- 
onment. Robbins was tried and found guilty, 
and sentenced to be banged on the 16th Decem- 
ber followimg. Since his conviction the prisoner 
has been calm io his demeanor, and at times has 
displayed that peculiar disregard of his ap- 
proaching death which criminals of his class are 
prone to assume. Whether or not be was sincere 
in this respect, the fact is that he has improved 
vastiy in condition since his incarceration, and 
his appearance quite surprised those who had 
not seen him since the day of his trial, and had 
expected to find him worn with care.

OUTRAGE AND MURDER. 
Rochester (N. T.) Democrat, 
A terrible and blood-curdling outrage was re- 
ceutly committed in the Village of Indian Falls, 


Genesee’ County, a short distance northwest of 


Batavia. 

On Saturday evening last an off lady—Mrs. 
Norton—who had reached the advanced age of 76 
years, was all alone at her house at Indian Falls. 
The other members of the family had gone out, 


and the old grandmother had gone to rest for 


the night. About 10 o’tlock at night she was 
aroused by a loud kaodking on the front 
door of the house. Being alone, she was 
somewhat frightened, and would not get up or 
make any responses tothe knocking. Not long 
afterward she heard distioctly the noise of some 
one moving about the shed at the rear of the 
house. Thereupon she arose, found some 
matches, and lighted a lamp which stood upon 
a table in the sitting-room, off of which her bed- 
room opened. Passing through this room, with 
lam in hand, she opened the door 
leading into the kitchen, and, to ber 
astonishment and terror, was confronted 
by a man, fenuga-looking aud brutal 
in appearance. The man at once, aud without 
saying a word, knocked Mrs. Norton down, and 
extinguished the light. He then seized her, and 
placing bis hand over her mouth, dragged her 
back to the bed in the room she had just left, 
and with great force and brutality outraged her 
person. This fiendish act having been accom- 
plished, the wreteh ran from the leaving 
his victim in an jiusensible condition. He wes 
seen hurrying away, and as soon as the crime 
was discovered he was pursued and captured. 

As above stated, Mrs. Norton was rendered 
unconscious by the brutal assault, and was left 
in that condition when the man ran from the 
house. She recovered her senses long enough 
to inform her fmends of the particulars of the 
crime, and then, gradually growing weaker, the 
unfortunate oid grandmother, highly respected 
and warmly loved, passed away. 

The pame of the man upon whom rests the 
guilt of this terrible donble crime of outrage 
and murder ie given by bimself as James Ma- 
jour. There are good reasons, however, for the 
supposition that this is only an assumed name, 
as papers found upon his person. go to indicate 
that his real name ie James Quackenbush. He 
is not willing to converse much with anybody, 
and refuses to say auything about his antece- 
dents, save that his bome was originally in 
Poughkeepsie. He is a first-class specimen of a 
genuine tramp. 

Great excitement prevailed about Indian Falle 
and the country lying about, and when the offi- 
cers reached Batavia with their prisoner the 
crime was discussed in strong terms, and threats 
of Judge Lynch were freely made. Everything 
was quiet, however, and the guilty wreth was 
lodged in jail, where he awaits the decision of 
the jury summoned by Coroner Tozier upon the 
the case of Mrs. Norton.

Here McAlister made a bold and successful at- 
tempt to escape, carrying with him a bullet in 
the shoulder. O'Donnell and Blair were taken 
out into the road, and the latter, after an exam- 
ination, was told to go. O'Donnell broke as ay 
and tried to escape, but fell wounded. The 
assassins fired eighteen bullets into him, and 
then set bis clothes on fire, burning his 
body nearly to a crisp. After accomplish- 
ing their hellish purposes the whole party 
of masked murderers departed the way they 
came, firing off volleys of pistol-shote. The ex- 
citement in the neighborheod when news of the 
crime spread was intense. People came flock- 
ing to the vicmity in hundreds; puble indigna- 
tion became even more d and intense when 
it was known that the m ed woman was on 
the point of becoming a mother.

The older decisions, to the effect that a bill of 
lading issued by an agent who bad general au- 
thority to sign and issue bills of lading, was void 
if no property was in possession of carrier, 
had neither reason nor justice in them. The 
rule as thus laid down was fraught with mis- 
chief, and capable of producing endless fraug 
It made the innocent thi party suffer 
for the act eof an agent over whom 
he had no control, and in whose selection he had 
no voice. It lifted the responsibility from the 
person who appointed the agent, and placed it 
upon an innocent third party. The decision of 


the Commission of Appeals is a step in the right. 


direction. Its tendency will be to make common 
carriers more careful inthe selection of their 
ageuts.—imore careful io their method of doing 
business,—and will guard and protect innocent 
third parties in their advances upon bills of lad- 
ing.

AGAIN POSTPONED. 


Turner, Alias Davis, Secures An- 
other Continuance. 


Two Men Are Needed to Swear to His 


Insanity, 


Which Consisted of Nocturnal Excur- 
sions in a Night-Gown. 
Mr. Reed Relates Kindred Experi- 


ences. 


The Davis-Whyland murder case came up in 
the Criminal Court yesterday morning. A large 
crowd thronged both the hall and the galleries. 
The prisoner was brought into court at half- 
past 10 o'clock, and looked quite cheerful and 
healthy. He was in consultation for some min- 
utes with Mesars. O’Brien and Barge, his attor- 
neys, and an aflidavit was evidently brewing. 

The prosecution was represented by State's- 
Attorney Reed and Col. Yau Arman. Judge 
Rogers presided during the bearing of the case. 

After a little delay, Mr. Barge read 

AN AFFIDAVIT 
by the prisoner, Turner, alias Davis, which set 
forth that William Emmett and a person known 
as “Japanese Tommy,” whose other name 
afiant did not know, both now resident of 


insane, having roomed with him, when they 
were attached to a minstrel company, for three 
years. During that period he was insane on 
several occasions, and that when  perfect- 
ly sober. On several occasions he was 
known to rise from his bed, and, in a 
state of nudity, would go out upon the streets, 
sit down on door-steps, and cry bitterly ; also he 
had to be watched lest he might kill himself 
or others. He could not give any account of 
this conduct subsequently. Afllant could not 
prove these facts by any other witnesses. Also, 
he complained that sutticient time had not been 
given him to prepare his defense, nor had his 
lawyers had sufficient time for that purpose. 

A telegram and letter from Emmett accom- 
panied the affidavit, the letter setting forth in 
substance what the affidavit had already claimed. 

The affidavit further stated that the prisoner 
was not aware of the whereabouts of Emmett 
until Dec. 14, when he took immediate steps to 
have him and Japanese Tommy” present, and 
they were not then absent by bis procurement or 
connivance. The witness, Emmett, was unable 
to come just then; because of want of time and 
insufficiént resources; but be was willing to 
come an@testify, as before stated, if proper time 
was granted—the proper time being two weeks. 
before whieh time it would be impossible for 
him to come. 

MR. BARGE 
then proceeded to address the Court, stating 
that it was impossible for any human being to 
prepare such a case for trial in the very scant 
time allowed. There was no process by which 
the witness, Emmett, could be reached in time ; 
but he was a voluntary witness, and would come 
of his own accord if the Court would only grant 
a continuance until the next term of the Crim- 


| inal Court, which-would not be long. He moved 
for a continuance until that term. 


STATE'S ATYORNEY REED 
rose and said that he was utterly opposed to 
such a motion. The case had been already 
continued on account of the absenceof Mr. 
Becker, of Dixon, represented to be a neces- 
sary witness on the insanity question. The 

affidavit stated that the prisoner had not seen 
either Emmett or the other man for more than 
ayear.

Once his father caught bim 
astraddie of the ridge of the house-roof in his 
night-shirt. [Laughter.] He was often found 
in the same condition wandering across lots; and 
even in his riper years he had a return of this 
peculiarity, but nobody ever accused him ef be- 
ing insane. He characterized the motion as an 
attempt to defeat justice. He did not be- 
lieve that courts were established for 
deiaying trials and for defeating the objects of 
justice. He had po doubt that the Court would 
refuse to continue the case further. It had be- 
come a popular idea that im all great murder 
cases the person charged was insane. It was 
the common defense in all auch matters, and 
the evidence to sustain the defense was chiefly 
manufactured. If such a farce were perpe- 
trated, the Governor had better convene the 
Legislature at once and wipe from the ssatute- 
book every word relating to murder. 

COL, VAN ARAN 
then remarked that the affidavit was defective in 
almiost every particular, and that it did not 
state one fact to prove that the defendant was 
ever for one moment insane. A trial could not 
be postponed for the purpose of procuring 
cumulative evidence. If one man in Philadelphia 
knew that the prisoner was insane, there must 
be fifty men in Chieago who could testify to the 
same ching; but the evident object of the afti- 
davit wat to procure delay, and no court could 
take cognizance of what was simply cumulative 
evidence. 
THE COURT 

had no doubt that, as an original proposition, 
the affidavit would be sufficient, and in the pres- 
ent case be thought it should be considered so. 
He had already postponed the ease for a week, 
because of the absence of a material witness’ on 
the question of insanity, who, however, was 
reasonably accessible, so that a postoonement, 
not a continuance, was deemed sufhieient. The 
affidavit before the Court showed that the pris- 
oner believed himself to be insane, and that 
Emmett could prove it. The alleged ris- 
ing from bed and going out inte 
the street in his night-garments might be 
sommambuiism or insanity. On that 
the Court could not presume to pass, although 
in Mr. Reed's ease, if that gentleman ever had 
been insane, while practicing somnambulism, he 
bad certainly recovered many years ago. One 
material point in the affidavit was that the pris- 
over had to be watched to prevent. him from do- 
ing himself or others barm. The aflidavit 
might, of course, be called cumulative evidence, 
but the Court could hardly refuse a continuance 
in the case, becanse insanity was about the 
most difficult thing to prove, and in 
will cases, and also in murder casos, 
the evidence was traced back not for years, but 
even to the ancestors of the od greed accused of in- 
sanity. The Court admit that the plea was 
suspicious, bat he was compelled to deal with it 
in good faith until the contrary was established. 
The law gave the prisoner the benefit of the 
doubt, and, therefore, while properly estimating 
the weight ‘of the argument made by Messrs. 
Reed and Van Arman, he was bound to continue 
the case until next term, which would be only 
two weeks. 

Mr. Reed immediately rose and gave notice 
that he would fix the trial for the first day of the 
January term. 

Judge Rovgers—Well, the matter will come 
within the jurisaiction of Judge McAllister, as 
he will hold the next term of this Court. 

The matter then went over. 

THE ESS BECKER, 

from Diton, who was brought on an attachment, 

and was expected to * to Davis’ msanity, 
was in Court yesterday, and auring the day had 
an tmterview with State's-Attorney Reed. He 
told Mr. Reed that he was not prepared to testi- 
fy to Davis’ imsanity; that he bad known him, 
and believed him as sane as he was.

not beimproper to refer to the protestations of 
Davis against the insanity theory made to the 
reporter the morning after his arrest, and every

The refusal of the Democrats in the House 
of Representatives to act immediately upon 
the Post-Office Department’s bill reducing 
the oppressive rate on transient newspapers, 
and to undo the blunder which was made by 
the Conference Committee of last session in 
placing the present exorbitant rates of post- 
age upon such, is, to put it in the mildest 
light, surprising.

After the lapse of nearly a week an intel- 
ligible though brief account of the terrible 
dynamite explosion at Bremerhaven has 
reached this side of the Atlantic by way of 
the ocean cable. It is now learned that of 
the immense mass of people that crowded the 
quay, either as curious spectators or as labor- 
ers engaged in handling -freight for the 
steamer Mosel, 140 were either killed or 
seriously injured. The many disconnected 
and contradictory stories as to the person 
who prepared the inf ernal machine which 
caused this wholesale destruction of life have 
now been sifted down, and the horrible details 
are at last given. The man THompson, who 
has long been sailing under the name of 
Tuomas, deliberately planned the de- 
struction of the steamer Deutschland 
to procure a fictitious insurance, and 
divide with other, parties who enter- 
ed into the scheme, but whose names 
have not yét transpired. His machine was 
so constructed as to explode when the vessel 
should be eight days at sea. Something in- 
terfered with his plans, and the Deutschland 
sailed without taking this destructive instru- 
ment, only to meet a fate almost as terrible 
on the English coast. Tompson shot him- 
self after the explosion, and died from his 
wounds yesterday. The facts above given 
are obtained from his ante-mortem statemert, 
which also shows that he was a native of 
Brooklyn, N. I., was about 35 years of age, 
and during the Rebellion was engaged in rua- 
ing the blockade. 


THE RESUMPTION QUESTION AGAIN. 

We print in another part of this morning's 
paper a long communication from F. R. 
CuanpuerR, of this city, which consists of: 
twenty-one interrogatories and five proposi- 
tions on the question of specie-resumption ! 
The communication is in the nature of a 
criticism of Tuz Trisune’s suggestions rela- 
tive to the plan of resumption recommended 
by the Secretary of the Treasury andindorsed 
by the President, and also a reiteration of 
Mr. Cuanpuier’s well-known ideas on the 
same subject, to the expression of which Tux 
Tamer has frequently afforded him space. 
We decline at present to discuss the relative 
merits of the two plans, and shall not weary 
our readers with categorical answers to the 
interminable list of questions which he pro- 
pounds, many of which answer themselves. 
The Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. CHANDLER, 
and Tun Tamer agree upon the principle 
involved, viz.: The duty of the United States 
Government to resume specie-payment at 
the earliest possible moment in com- 
pliance with the Congressional pledge to 
that effect. If the present Congress shares 
this conviction, which we fear it does not, 
we do not doubt that either plan suggested 
would lead successfully to the result desired ; 
but, meanwhile, the real issue is how to re- 
sume with the least burden to the various 
interests of the country, and especially to 
those who are in debt. 

Mr. CHanpien’s plan and argument are 
both based on the assumption that green- 
backs may be gradually appréciated to a par 
value in gold within the next three yea rs 
But suppose that this should not prove to be 
the case, then there would be nothing for the 
Government to do but sell its bonds and 
accumulate an enormous mass of gold for re- 
sumption purposes, and make the commervial 
world suffer the serious consequences of 
withdrawing $380,000,000 or more of gold 
from the market. The objection to Tur 
Trisvune’s suggestion of 3.65 bonds that, be- 
ing worth not more than 80 cents while 
greenbacks can be sold for 87 cents in gold, 
the holders of the latter would not exchange 
them for bonds, is met by the statement that 
the combined legal-tender character of 
these bonds and the interest they draw will 
necesscily render them worth as much as the 
present currency. The very trouble with Mr. 
Cuanpuxer’s 4} per cent bond plan is that he 
offers no inducement to holders of green- 
backs to exchange them for bonds, but to 
demand their gold and wait till the date of 
resumption to get it. Nor does he seem to 
care in the least for the large body of citizens 
who received only 80or 85 cents in value when 
they contracted their debts, but who are to 
be required, under his plan, to pay 100 cents 
in return summarily and unconditionally. 
We prefer that Mr. Cuanpixr shall himself 
argue out this part of the question with the 
millions of people he will find arrayed against 
him on this point. po 

Regarding the authority of the Government 
to make the 3.65 redemption-bond a legal - 
tender, we reply that it has as much author- 
ity to do this as to issue any new legal-tender 
notes to take the place of the old and worn 
bills. It is not proposed to increase the vol- 
ume of legal-tender, but to issue it in a 


interior until Jan. 1, 1877, on and after 


1 * . i a tg ' 
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continue to be a legal- tender in discharge of all 
old and unpaid obligations, thus enabling the 
debtors to discharge their debts in about the 
same kind of money they received when the 
debt was incurred. We conceive this to be 
a fair and equitable compromise of an ex- 
cendingly difficult and delicate part of the 
redemption problem. 

It is not proposed, as Mr. CHANDLER seems 
to think, to coerce anybody to take these 
legal-tender redemption-bonds in exchange 
for the non-interest-bearing greenbacks. 
Mr. Cuanpuee, or any other person who pre- 
fers to hold the tender-notes instead of the 
tender-bonds for the next three years, and 
lose over 10 per cent on the money in the 
aggregate by doing so, can do it and demand 
gold for the greenbacks at the end of that 
time. There is, therefore, no breach of 
faith on the part of the Government in 
making an offer of a gold bond pending the 
date when Congress has decided it to be prac- 
ticable to resume. Mr. CuanpiLeR must re- 
member that he could not force the holders of 
greenbacks to take his 4} per cent bonds on 
or after Jan. 1, 1879, in the face of the pledge 
to pay gold at that date on demand, without 
breaking the covenant. His proposition to 
give the Government this option is, there- 
fore, worse faith than the proposition to give 
the people the option of taking a cheaper 
but legal-tender bond, or waiting till the date 
fixed for the resumption to get the gold. As 
to the question of national honor, then, Taz 
Trrpune’s suggestion is fairer than Mr. 
CHANDLER’s,. and we still think altogether 
more practicable, becanse vastly more accept- 
able to the millions of people who have debts 
to pay-which were contracted in depreciated 


paper. 


DEMOCRATIC DOUGHFACES. 

The Northern Democratic representatives 
in Congress are beginning to show their 
hands and to do the dirty work of the South- 
erners with the same alacrity and relish as 
before the Rebellion. Indeed, they seem to 
have entered upon the doughface and dirt- 
eating business with even more eagerness 
than in the days of slavery, when the whips 
of the chivalry kept cracking about their ears 
so industriously, They seem to have given 
themselves over to the Confederates, bodies, 
souls, and breeches. They have had their 
noses held to the grindstone by them until 
they have consented to let King Lamar dic- 
tate the business of the House, enunciate 
their policy upon all questions, and tell them 
how to vote. They have thrown wide open 
the doors of the House, have collected togeth- 
er the one-armed and one-legged veterans who 
were given the minor offices asa reward for 
their services to the Union, and kicked them 
out into the street at the bidding of the Con- 
federates. The places of the maimed soldiers 
have been studiously filled with ex-Rebels. 
To gratify Confederate spleen and venom, 
these Northern doughfaces have penetrated 
every nook and cranny of the House, and 
swept it clean of every crippled Union vet- 
eran. They even went nosing about in the 
ladies’ retiring-rooms, and at last found an old 
colored woman who had been a waitress for 
years, and whom they also kicked out into 
the street to make room for an ex-Confeder- 
ate’s widow. They have, therefore, estab- 
lished the fact that the only test for office- 
holding in the House is a proof that the 
candidate was either an active participantin the 
war to break up the Union or a sympathizer 
with secession.. The boys in blue go to the 
rear; the Rebelscome tothe front. Thisis just 
the condition of things that Taz Tao pre- 
dicted would take place as soon as the House 
was organized, and this is only the beginning 
of the end. The South is moving upon the 
Treasury, and, as Mr. Lamar has been given 
the control of the Democratic votes, the 
Northern doughfaces dare not stand inf the 
way of the ex-Rebels. Shoals of bills are al- 
ready pouring in, the majority of them from 
the South, and nearly every one of them in- 
volving a claim or an appropriation to recom- 
pense Confederates for their loss and trouble 
in resisting the Union army. On Tuesday, 
233 bills were introduced, the majority of 
which were to enable ex-Rebels to get their 
hands into the Treasury and remunerate 
themselves for losses incurred in the 
War of the Rebellion. And this is but the 
beginning of the end, only the few first 
drops before the shower, the advance guard 
of the grand Bourbon raid upon the Treas- 
ury, which has been made possible by the 
dirt-eating and doughfaceism of the North- 
ern Democracy. Of these Northern Demo- 
crats, at least sixty are holding their seats in 
the House—five or six from this State alone 
—by virtue of Republican votes (who fool- 
ishly thought the leopard could change his 
spots), and this is the manner in which they 
are paying back for the political advantages 
they have secured. We hope that the Re- 
publicans who helped elect them are satis- 
fied with their success in helping to throw 
the control of the House of Representatives 
into the hands of ex-Rebels and to give Con- 
federates precedence over Union soldiers. 


THE ROUT OF THE LOBBY. 

The House of Representatives on Wednes- 
day passed Mr. HoLuax 's resolution provid- 
ing that No subsidies in money, bonds, 
public lands, indorsements, or by pledge of 
public credit, should be granted to associa- 
tions or corporations engaged, or proposing 
to engage, in public or private enterprises,” 
by the very emphatic vote of 223 to 33. Of 
these 33 negative votes, 25 were Democratic 
and 8 Republican, and a number of Demo- 
crats dodged ; also of the 33 votes, 27 were 
from the South. If the House will but abide 
by the decision it has expressed in this reso- 
lution, and not yield to the blandishments 
and inducements of the lobby upon the 
very first pressure, it will deserve to 
have a large white mark set down 
to its credit, and the ta- ridden 
people of this country will breathe 
more freely, as if relieved of an incubus. It 
was the only action that could save this Con- 
gress. If the subsidy sluice-gates had been 
once opened, the volume of corruption would 
have swept everything before it. The schemes 
of the lobby which have already accumulated 
in Washington, and the thousands of others 
which would have been encouraged to swell 
the torrent by the passage of the first sub- 
sidy, would have swamped the Government 
and left it hopelessly insolvent. To carry 
out these schemes would have doubled the 
taxes. The most of these schemes have orig- 
inated in the South, in the shape of appro- 
priations of every possible description, but it 
is idle to suppose that one section of the 
country would stand by and see another 
section putting in its subsidy jobs, and 
obtaining aid and comfort, without setting a 
counter current at work and fairly flooding 
the House with railroads to build, rivers to 
improve, and canals to repair. It would not 
be a one-handed grab, but a universal one 
as the oratofs would say, from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf, and from Maine to Cali- 
fornia.” These subsidy jobs would have in- 

volved thousands of millions of dollars, and, 


as there is nota dollar in the Treasury, the 


only wey this enormous expense could be 


met would be by heaping up taxes and 
mortgaging the future. If this determina- 
tion of the House not to vote for sub- 
sidies, but to limit the expenditure 
of money to such amounts as are ac- 
tually demanded by the public service, is car- 
ried out in good faith and is applied with 
exact impartiality to every section of the 
country, it will be fhe most hopeful sign for 
national economy that the country has yet 
had. It will stop one of the largest leaks in 
the Public Treasury. It will give the people 
encouragement that their taxes are not to be 
increased for the purposes of subsidizing pri- 
vate schemes. It will choke off the swarm 
of hungry and greedy speculators, adventur- 
ers, and jobbers flocking to Washington to 
grab money out of the Public Treasury. It 
will leave the subsidy lobbies out in the cold, 
and compel them to look for employment in 
other directions. It will end the Tom Scorr 
Texas Pacific and other roads projected across 
the arid wastes of the Southwest for pur- 
poses of personal aggrandizement alone, 
and which can never be of any public utility 
or benefit. It will extinguish the proposed 
construction of canals, locks, and dams in 
numerous localities where canals, locks, and 
dams are of no more use than a fleet of ocean- 
going steamers. It will administer a severe 
blow to the proposed general inter-State sys- 
tem of improving rivers with not water 
enough in them to float a dug- out. For thus 
squelching the lobbies and the subsidizers 
the House deserves the thanks of the coun- 
try; if it shall abide by its resolution, it will 
earn its lasting gratitude.- Meanwhile, we 
commend the action of the House to the St. 
Louis newspapers, which have taken pains in 
discussing the Southern Pacific jobs to inti- 
mate to Tux Tano that they would worry 
it yet before they got through with it. We 
trust the St. Louis newspapers are not wor- 
ried by the passage of the Holux resolu- 


tion. 


THE TRANSPORTATION PROBLEM. 

The large number of influential gentlemen 
attracted from all sections of the country to 
take part in the fourth session of the Ameri- 
can Board of Transportation is a fitting re- 
sponse to the wide public interest taken in 
the questions for which this Board has been 
especially organized to consider. There is 
probably no other way than that of individ- 
ual association and agitation in which the 
railroad problem can be met under our form 
of government. The only danger attendant 
upon this plan is that the Association will 
rather lean upon Government interference in 
one form or another than look to its own re- 
sources andinfluence. This tendency cropped 
out at the first day’s session in the report of 
the Railroad Committee, The recommenda- 
tions of this Committee relative to State leg- 
islation are, in a certain measure, valuable, 
and almost entirely harmless, but the general 
conclusion renched by the Committee is fal- 
lacious. ‘The report says: 

In conclusion, your Committee respectfully submit 
that the remedies for the defects and abuses in our 
present system of transportation must comprise the 
construction, by the National Government, or by na- 
tional aid, and with national control which will give 
results equivalent thereto, of a national iron highway 
for the movement of freight between the grain-grow- 
ing sections of the West and the Atlantic seaboard; 
and, as auxiliary thereto, existing water-lines should 
be improved and such additional ones constructed as 
promise the best results for the amount of capital in- 
vested, 

Your Committee respectfully recommend that this 
Convention present a memorial to Congress, asking 
that a joint committee of both Houses of Congress be 
appointed to consider and report at the next session of 
Congress upon the advisability of establishing another 
Executive Department of the National Government, to 
be called the Department of Internal Commerce, 
which shall be specially charged with all matters re- 
lating to the internal commerce of the United States. 

If the Board should adopt this recommend- 
ation, it would fail to take any higher posi- 
tion or develop any more usefulness than the 
various local and national associations of 
Grangers, which have agitated the problem 
for several years past, and thus far have only 
succeeded in making confusion worse con- 
founded. The proposition is simply that the 
United States Government shall adopt the 
Belgian system of Government ownership of 
part of the railroads, This question has been 
discussed at length by the leading press of the 
country, and it is only necessary to say that 
the Committee lamentably failed to meet the 
objections which have been presented in its 
own report for the purpose of answering 
them. Due allowance must be made for the 
enormous difference between our form of 
government and of civil service and that 
prevailing in Europe where the partial State 
ownership of railroads has béen found to 
work to the advantage of the public. We do 
not share in the apprehension of danger from 
centralization to the extent of making it 


Fan argument against the trial of this expe- 


diency, but prefer to confine ourselves to the 
practical objection that, under our system of 
loose, disjointed, and partisan-spoils system 
of civil service, no Government railroad can 
be so managed to give the relief sought with- 
out creating uncomfortable deficiency bills 
_and rapidly degenerating into profligate cor- 
ruption. There is nothing in the past expe- 
rience of Governmental interest in business 
enterprises which warrants the belief that 
the road would be so economically constract- 
ed or honestly operated as to reduce rates of 
transportation without putting on the Gov- 
ernment a deficiency so large that the people 
would be fully as badly off as they are now as 
regards actual cost, and worse off by the in- 
creased patronage and corruption of our 
party politics. - The construction of a Govern- 
ment railroad, such as the Railroad Commit- 
tee have auggested/ would not only open 
up a wider field for plunder than did the sub- 
sidies to the Union and Central Pacific Rail- 
roads and the Pacific Mail Steamship Compa- 
nies, but it would tend to a vaster system of 
lobbying, and log-rolling, and trading, and 
scheming for the construction of other roads, 
than has ever before prevailed in this coun- 
try. . All this would be at the expense of the 
people. The money saved in reduced railroad 
rates, if the Government should put them 
down on its own lines, would be swamped 
in the increased appropriations to pay for this 
new means for sapping the Government re- 
sources 

The recommendations of the Railroad Com- 
mittee relative to State legislation are not so 
wild and impracticable, though many of them 
have been tried without any marked 
improvement in the relations between 
the railroads and the people. They 
include the establishment of State 
Boards of Railway Commissioners, organized 
on the same system as the Massachusetts 
Board; a uniform system of keeping railroad 
accounts ; the prohibition of stock inflation; 
laws forbidding railroad officials to be inter- 
ested in mining companies. fast freight lines, 
and other schemes organized to absorb rail. 
road profits; withholding from railroads the 
right of acquiring and owning land which is 
not used for railroad purposes; the abolition 
of the pass system, etc. These are reforms 
which would be highly desirable, and their 


enforcement by legislation is only open to the 


obfctions that such laws may be easily 
evaded, as they have been when tried, and 
that this kind of legislation is too apt to over- 
reach itself and defeat its own purpose, 


THE FARWELL BILL AGAIN. 
In an interview published on another page, 
Mr. C. B. FanwrLL explains his Specie-Re- 


sumption bill introduced into the House last 


Tuesday, and tries to show that the moderate 
disapproval of it which we expressed yester- 
day was unjust, When he speaks of retiring 
$2,000,000 or $3,000,000 of greenbacks per 
month, he travels outside of his bill. His 
bill provides for the monthly retirement of 
$1,000,000 ; no more, no less. No donbt, if 
we, like France, should adopt the heroic plan 
of canceling about $6,000,000 of our dishon- 
ored paper every month, and then accumulate 
$250,000,000 of coin in the Treasury, we 
should, like France, speedily bring the rest to 
par. But Mr. FanwLL proposes nothing like 
this. He displays his own plan in a much more 
unfavorable light than we did, by avowing 
that it will necessarily prevent resumption at 
the time (Jan. 1, 1879) which Congress 
fixed for the day of resumption. His own 
estimate of the probable date of resumption 
is five years hence, when his bill, if passed, 
would have insured the withdrawal of only 
five-twelfths, or $60,000,000, leaving $360,- 
000,000 of “promises to pay” still dis- 
honored. What shadow of reason is there 
for thinking that the retirement of one dol- 
lar in every seven will bring the other six to 
par? As long as the maker of a note refuses 
to redeem it, and there is no indorser who 
will, the holder can get it cashed only by 
going to a broker, who will infallibly shave it 
atas heavy discount as possible. As long, 
then, as the Government of the United 
States refuses to redeem its promises to 
pay on demand, they will not reach 
par, for there will be a constant 
demand, on the part of importers, travelers, 
and others, for gold in exchange for them ; 
this gold will be given only by brokers; the 
brokers will only give it if they can make a 
profit thereby, or, in other words, they will 
only redeem the notes at a shave; the 
amount of gold they give will necessarily fix 
the purchasing-power of the greenbacks ev- 
erywhere ; and therefore the latter cannot 
reach par. Suppose the great mercantile 
house to;which Mr. Farweuui belongs wishes 
to buy $500,000 worth of silk from A manu- 
facturer at Lyons, France. It must remit 
gold or gold-drafts therefor. How can it do 
so? Plainly, only by selling greenbacks to a 
broker or a bank and buying gold-drafts 
therewith. Now, the bank will not sell these 
gold-drafts for greenbacks, dollar for dollar, 
because it would lose money by doing so. 
It will take the dishonored notes of the Gov- 
ernment at some rate between 80 and 95, 
paying the same amount of gold for them that 
the New York Brokers’ Exchange pay on the 
same day. This method of fixing the value of 
the greenback will prevail to the day when the 
nation honors its promises to pay, either by 
funding or cashing them on their presenta- 
tion.

While the taxation of New York State has 
increased 260 per cent, that of Illinois has 
increased only 29 per cent, and the popula 
tion of the latter has grown 77} per cent, 
while New York has increased but 28 per 
cent. New York has outstripped us in tax- 
eaters ; Illinois is ahead in tax-payers. New 
York City has a municipal debt of $157,878,- 
391. Chicago, with a third of the population 
of New York, has a debt of $16,773,229. 
We must not congratulate ourselves prema- 
turely. New York City has built its Court- 
House ; Chicago is laying the foundation for 
one. The Chicago Ring is as greedy as that 
of New York, and must be better watched if 
Chicago is to retain its present advantage of 
light taxation. 

Mr. Farweut, who returned from Wash-

REPUDIATION OF STATE DEBTS. 


The recent discussion of the repudiation of 
State debts, and the scaling” thereof, which is 
repudiation under another name, is attracting a 
good deal of attention, and has suggested to an 
ingenious correspondent the following inquiry, 
which contains just enough of suggestive jus- 
tice to be calculated to mislead. The nature of 
the question will be best understood from s 


reading of the communication entire: 
To the Editor of The Chicavto Tribune; 

CaicaGo, Dec, 15.—Referring to the practical repndi- 
ation of her debt by the State of Tennessee, about 
whicb you have a bref ecijorial to-day, I desire to ask 
a question. Supposing a State owes a considera 
debt to citizens of a forvign country, which she direct- 
iy, or at least practi silly, repudiates,—as seems to be 
Le present position of Tenpessee,—and, supposing 
fartLer, that there being no tribunal or other means 
through which the creditors could obtain or enforce 
payment of the debt in s ul way, query: Would 
not the Government of the country of which those 
creditors were citi endas acting on their behalf, 
be justified in compe pay ment, even though it 
should be by means ofan armed invasion of the dis- 
honest State? And wo the Government of the 
United States be morally eütitléd to interfere, unless 
upon assumption of the debt? I think this question 
is on interesting one, an I worthy ofa fullanswor, I 
never beard of the idea being broached before, Re- 
spectfully, ‘Taomas COURTENRY. 


Without intending to palliace State repudiation 
in any form. which is at ones a crime and a na- 
tional disgrace, it must be remembered that for- 
eien Governments have no direct communication 
with our State Governments, and any grievances 
they may have against any one of the United 
States must be redressed through the regular 
diolomatic channels with the National Govern- 
ment. ‘The declara:ion of war is 4 matter which 
each nation must determine for itself; and, if 
any foreign nation should choose to demand of 
the United States Government that it pay the 
debt of any Stace that bas repudiated its obliga- 
tions or go to war in case of a refusal. there is no 
question but the United States would fight first, 
and determine the justice of the case afterwards. 
The status of American States 1s very well known 
abroad. They are a sort of public corporation, 
so far as assets and liabilities are concerned. 
There is no more reason why the National Gov- 
eroment sbould become a guarantor of their 
debts, either in fact or principle, than for the 
debts of cities, counties, towns or villages, or 
individuals. It would be a most dangerous and 
costly precdent if the United States should ever 
assume a reepoosibility for State debts, leaving 
to the States a fuli power to contract these 
debts. It would be very much as though a 
man of wealth and good credit should pick 
out thirty-seven young men of dissolute propen- 
aities, tell them to contract debts to their heart 
content, and announce to the world that he 
would pay these depts if the contracting parties 
should fail to do so. This plan would be about the 
very worst that could be adopted to check the 
growth of local indebtedness in this country. 
Meanwhile it is probabie that foreign Govern- 
ments will encourage capitalista to protect them- 
selves by the usual means knowu to commerce, 
instead of resorting to war; and it is to be hoped 
that neither State Governments, por municipal 
Governments, nor corporations will do anything 
to bring the American credit into disrepute 
abroad. Those who do will be the greatest suf- 
ferers from their bad faith, though the entire 
American people must share the disgrace and the 
penalty of financial discredit to some extent. 
However disagreeable this may be, it does not 
justifv in the remotest degree any action by which 
the General Government may be regarded as 
a guarantor of any debts except its own. 


As often as a heavy bank-robbery occurs, and 
the detectives, as is their wont, fora big reward 
despoil ibe thieves of a sbare of the booty and 
return some portion thereof to the bank, letting 
the thieves go with the remainder, there is a 
vast outpouring of public indignation. And 
that is all that comes of it. The detectives 
pocket the reward offered by the bank and that 
which they appropriated to themselves out of 
the share of plunder awarded the thieves as the 
reward for their enterprise, and to stimulate 
them to repetition of the hke enterprising per- 
formance at the earliest opportunity, This 
partnership of detectives with thieves multiplies 
crime at an alarmiug rate; bat is it worse than 
that sort of partnership between the biggest 
thieves and lawyers illustrated in Twerrp’s 
case? Of Twrmp'’s “swag,” nearly three- 
quarters of a million was pocketed by the 
lawyers, and probably but for his untimely ab- 
duction ” they would have despoiled him of the 
remainder of it.

New Yorn, Dec. 16,—According to Bremen 
dispatches, Thomas, the passenger on the Mosel 
and the owner of the case of dynamite which 
caused the terrible disaster at Bremerhaven, bas 
confessed his guilt, saying tbat he bad accom- 
plices at New York. Tbe motive for this diaboli- 
cal scheme appears to have been to procure an 
eXaggerated and fictitious insurance, and to 
share afterward with the others. Thomas is 
quite conscious, and answers all questions, but 
the bullets have not yet been extracted from his 
bead. From what is known, the barrel prepared 
for this shameful work was made strongly by a 
Bremen cooper, and partitioned, one part con- 
taining the dynamite, and the other the ap- 

ratus for exploding it. He intended to place

FRENCH GRIEVANCES. 

L’ Avenir National (French Government oraan). 

Our press teems with accounts of the atroci- 
ties committed upon French citizens in Cuba. 
Said victims are become so very numerous of 
late that a unanimous pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the Versailles Cabinet to take 
strong measures to abate the evil, in concert with 
the Washington Cabinet. The American press has 
recounted not only the unjustifiable murder of 
Monsieur Reigondant, but those of a dozen 
more French subjects by Vaimaseda’s regulars, 
though no mention bas been m of similar 
outrages committed in Porto Rico. A letter 
from St. Thomas, dated Oct. 29, to Le X1Xe 
Siecle, cites the names of the Frenchmen who 
have been imprisoned arbitrarily and exe- 
cuted by the Spanish authorities. It 
is therefore evident that neitber 
the lives nor the property of either 
Europeans or Americans are safe in the 
Spanish colonies. Both England and France are 
alro as anxious as the United States to briog 
such a state of things toa close through their 
combined efforts. It is a matter in which every 
civilized country has a stake, Lecause such con- 
flicting situation affects all aliks. The only. 
source of comfort Spain is sure to have in the 
pressure brought to bear upon ber will 
be afforded by Germany, which power is 
koown to be negotiating forthe acquisition of 
St. Thomas from Denmark, ion exchange for 
Schleswig, conquered by that Power from the 
latter a few years since. This is confirmed by 
recent revelations from authouitative nigh quar- 
ters, and the presence of a strong naval force 
kept at that point by Bismarck for some time 
past, evidently studying the coveted naval sta- 
tion in the West Indies. The German frigate 
Victoria arrived thither on Nov. 29 to relieve 
her sister ship, the Augusta, ordered home.

BEECHER. 


Proceedings at Last Night’s Meet- 
ing of Plymouth Church. 


Mr. Beecher Reads Resolutions Calling 
for an Extra Council. 


He Then Addresses the Faithful at Some 
Length, 


“Plymouth Church Has Stood, Belted with Fiery 
Ice "---Paroxysmal and Poetical. 


New Yorx, Dec. 16.—The leciure-room of 
Plymouth Church was crowded to-night at the 
adjourned general meeting of the church. Mr. 
Beecher and family were present, and all the 
notable people of the church. Brother 
Edgerton was Moderator. All other busi- 
ness was deferred to receive the ro- 
port of the Examining Committee, which 
was read by Brother Shearman. ‘he report 
of the Committee declared that Mrs. Mou!ton’s 
whole letter was based on an assumption of the 
truth of the statements concerning their pastor. 
This assumption they met at the outset by re- 
iterating their convictions that the statements 
were an entire perversion of the truth. In its 
opening the report reviewed the propositions 
and statements contained in the letter 
at great length, and compared them 
with her testimony when given on the 
witness-stand. Mrs. Moulton complained that 
the church was not faithful to its covenant with 
her, because it did not labor to bring her back. 
No such suggestion was ever made by her when 
she appeared before the church. ehurch 
has never made any complaint that she did not 
ask for a trial. It was Mrs. Moultoa who com- 
plained that she did not have a trial, and they 
simply reminded ber that she had never asked for 
one. In conclusion, the Committee say if Mrs. 
Moulton thought the pastor wrong she might 
have, first, laid the matter before the proper 
officers ; second, taken a letter of dismissal; or, 
third, gone on fuifiliing her duty as a member; 
but sbe chose to absent herself, and. the 
church was justified in dropping her 
name from the rolls, They concede to her 
as a courtesy the callmg of a Counci', but not 
with a change of base, or putting in her two ad- 
ditional pomts. The report was adopted. 

Mr. Beecher then said he had some resolutions 
to move, which he would accom; any by a word 
2 He then read the resolutions, as fol- 
OWs: 

WuHeneas, Thi: Church has been recently called, in 
the providence of God, to meet peculiar trials and em- 
bdrrassaments, under which it has endeavored, while 
pursuing ite Christian work, to maintain internal dis- 
cipline and external fellowship in all kindness end 
fidelity, and in accordance with usages and 
tional directiona, yet, for various reasons and in 
various ways, its action has been misunderstood and 
misrepresented ; and 

Wuerxas, It is desired of this Church to receive, 
concerning its whole course and the spirit of its rulers 
and practice, the advice of wise and experience 
brethren from other churches, that it may be able the 
better to act in dccordance with the Christian prin- 
ciples laid down in the word of God, or deduced from 
the experience of the churches of Christ; 

Resolved, That a committee of seven be appointed 
by the Moderator of this meeting, whose duty it shal) 
be, in the name and in behalf ot this Church, to con- 
vene an advising council of Congregational churches 
and ministers, to be held at the earliest cable 
day, for the purpose of advising this Church whether 
there is anything in its order and discipline which re- 
quires correction, or which could constitute any just 
ground of complaint or remonstrance on the part of 
sister churches. 

Reasotved, That the Committee is hereby instructed 
to report to this church at an early day the form of 
letter-missive for the convening of such a Council, 
together with a list of churches and ministers which 
in their opinion, it is expedient that this church should 
im vite. 

Resolved, That the Committee be further instructed, 
in the preparation of such letter-missive and in all ita 
proceedings, to take no step which can supersede or 
intertere with tke calling of the mutual Council to 
which the Church has assented, and they are further 
instructed not to insert in the letter-missive to be pre- 
pared by them the questions which the Church agreed 
to submit to a mutual Council, but, on the contrary, 
to except from the sphere of the edvising Council the 
matters which were to be submitied to the mutual 
Council. 

Mr. Beecher then said that, after two years of 
incessant interference, and the prospect in fu- 
ture of deliberate, concerted, ani contiouous 
interference by otbers than members of the 
Church with its domestic affairs, it seemed to him 
necessary that the Church sbould take the af- 
firmative in respect to ite affairs. [Applauee.] 
Scarcely anything that could be insinuated was 
left unspoken. The Church moved in tae 
calm consciousness of strength, unfalteringly, 
and presenting au aspect perhaps never before 
presented in the history of the world. Unlike 
others, in the Congregational Church each 
church is an abeolute and separate church, hav- 
ing alone in itself supreme jurisdiction over its 
own affairs: but, when a church stands 
alone, it stands in a trying  situaticn. 
It could not stand without the aid of 
those who should have been brothers, but have 
made themselves bitter adversaries; but, not- 
withstanding what he said a week ago, he had 
received torrents of letters of sympathy, but 
not from those from whom he might expect it. 
The Church has stood, belted with fiery ice 
{applause}, but its internal activity 
would never be biotted from the ec 
clesiastical history of the time. They hoped 
to be spared by patient well doing. but 
it was plain the campaign’ has just be- 
gun, and it was plain the campaign was to go on 
py those men who do by indirection what the 
never do themselves. Therefore, Plymout 
should have something to say about the 
pattle-field. [Applause]. The speaker said 
the coald challenge any Congre- 
gational church to compare and 
history,—especially those who are their ac- 
cusers. [Applanse.] He could show that with 
picked committees and their r minis-

Mr. Beecher asked how they could consistently 
reconsider their action in dropping West's name 
from the rolls avd receive him back into the 
church after his two letters, ia which be stated 
that he could not conscientiously attend services 
until the charges against the pastor had been 
investigated by the Council. After some bumor- 
ous remarks by Mr. Beecher, 2 was re- 
ferred to the Examiaing Commi 

A motion of Mr. to send ali letters 
sddressed to the church in the first place to an 
examining committee to save them from ba- 
rassing by vanity or vexation, was adopted. 

In reference to Brother West, Mr. Beecher 
said: We are annoyed by a mild member who 
is ‘acting according to the best of his lights.

Omana, Dec. 16.—We see by the newspapers 
that Dr. Linderman has recommended Indian- 
apolis as the most suitable point to locate the 
Brauch United States Mint, Way he has done 
so I presume none but an inscrutable Provi- 
dence and Dr. Linderman know. During the 
past eleven months the Union Pacific Road Las 
received at Omaha from Utah and the West 
33,000,000 pounds of bullion. Of this the Omaha 
Smelting Works received 19,000,000 pounds; St. 
Lotus, 7,000,000; Chicago, nothing; Jndianap- 
olis, nothing ; Pittsburg, Newark, etc., 7,000,000 
pounds, You will see by this that the Omaha 
Smelting Works lead them all by 5,000,000 pounds. 
In ore, Omaba leads them all, and three cars 
of that material alone received by our 
smelting works exceeded in value all that Chi- 
cago received. Since the ist of December the 
Omaha Smelting Works have received over 
2,000,000 pounds of ore and bullion to be re- 
duced, and before the year closes the bullion 
product received and worked at Omaha sill 
reach more than 25,000,000 pounds, at a valua- 
tion of about $4,000,000 in all. If I am not 
greatly mistaken, these works are now the most 
exteosive in the country, and they are still in 
their infancy. When the President was here he 
visited them, and it may be he will not heed Dr.

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MONETABY CONVENTION. 

In January next an important monetary convention 
will be held in Brussels, consisting of delegates from 
France, Belgium, Italy, and Switzerland. This con- 
vention will determine the amount of silver to be 
eoined in those countries during the year 1870. The 
action of the convention will, it is considered by the 
Treasury Department, have an important bearing 
upon the question of specie resumption in the United 
States, The restriction which confined the five-franc 
siver coinage to $28,000,000 for each year will probably 
be continued, to guard against the apprehended influx 
from the large sum which has been demoneiized in 
Germany. 

STOCK OF THE BANK OF CALIFORNIA, 

The San Francisco Alta says that the Syndicate Di- 
rectors of the Bank of California, deferring to the ex- 
préseed wishes of the stockholders, will not consum- 
mate the change that was contempiated at the reopen- 
tug of the bank a short time ago, and have therefore 
formally adopted the provisions of the new Civil Code 
of the State relative to corporations, which authorizes 
tho repairment of capital stock by assessments upon 
stockholders, not exceeding 10 per cent at one time, 
till the whole capital shall be fully restored. The 
adoption of this measure gives, we understand, great 
satisfaction to the shareholders.

ELECTION JUDCES. 
THE EIGHTEENTH WARD CASE. 

The case of the People against William and 
and James Hanley and Frederick Bowman, 
judges of election in the Third Precinct of the 
Eighteenth Ward, charged with neglect of duty, 
came up in the Criminal Court before Judge 
Rogers, to whom a change of venue was taken, 
in the Criminal Court yesterday afternoon. 

The State's-Attorney, assisted by Col. Van 
Aman, appeared for the People, and Messers. 
Trude and O’Brien conducted the defense. 

Several hours were consumed in the impaneling 
of a jury, and, one panel being exhausted, the at- 
torneys demanded that a special venire should 
issue to briug in the requisite complement of 
good men aud true. The prosecution, instructed 
by the Citizens’ Association, claimed the benefit 
of the statute allowing the Judge to appoint a 
specig} bailiff to summon the jurors, the bailiff 
to be then from within or outside of the Sher- 
riff’s office. The counsel on both sides, after 
some consultation, agreed to leave the appoint- 
meut of the bauiff to Judge Rogers, who desig- 
vated his own officer, Mir. Hill. This being 
made known to Sheriff Agnew, the latter be- 
came angry, and, entering the Court-room, came 
up to Judge Rogers, and in a low voice, but ex- 
citedly, 

PROTESTED AGAINST THE COURSE PURSUED. 
He was understood to remark that he did not ob- 
ject to going outside his jurisdiction to appoint 
an officer to summon the jurors, because that 
was according to the statute, but he did object 
to the Court appointing one of the bailiffs under 
bis (the iff’s) control to perform that duty. 
It was, he said. outraging his authority as Sher- 
iff of the county. 

Judge Rogers said a few words in reply which 
made the Sheriff quite hot, and he said som>- 
thing rather sharp. 

Judge Rogers then got angry, and was under- 
stood to threaten the Sheriff wich arrest for con- 
tempt of Court if he persisted, 

This brought matters toa climax. The Sheriff 
walked away, but did not leave the room. 
Everybody was immediately on the qui-vive.

The City Collector took in $1,600 yesterday. 

Water-rents were $11,373.83. and real and per- 
sonal property taxes $4,833.65. 

The Board of Public Works issued yesterday 
an estimate of $5,000 to W. D. Cox for the ‘ork 
80 far completed on che foundations of the new 
pum ping-works. 

Saturday the Mayor, Chiefs Benner and 
Hickey, a delegation from the Council, aod a 
committee from the Board of Underwriters will 
complete the inspection of the Fire and Police 
Depart ments. 

Inspector Bailey has found it necessary to tear 
down the building No. 5 Dashiel street, as the at- 
tempts to raise it have proved fruitiess, and the 
work of destruction will begin to-day, Several 
complants have been received from citizens in 
that vicinity. 

The following Committees meet this afternoon 
in the City Clerk's office: Committee on Print- 
ing, at 2; Commiitees on Streets and Alieys for 
the three Divisions, 2:30; Committee on Schools, 
2; Committee on Public Buiidiogs, 2:30; Com- 
mittee on Fire and Water and the Committee 
on Police, at 3. 


The Board of Public Works has expressed its 
desire to have the two viaducts to be built next 
year located, one at the intersection of Kinzie 
and Sangamon streets, where are the crossings 
of the Northwestern and Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railways; the other at the intersection of 
Eighteenth street and Western avenue, where 
are the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chicago, Dan- 
ville & Vincennes, and Chicago & Alton Railway 
crossings. 

Inspector Bailey is delighted with the prospect 
of pew and more commodious quarters. His 
present office being small, an adjoining room 
has been partitioned off for his use, where 
space will be provided for exhibiting plans, etc. 
Since the printing of the Building ordinance 
and its distribution, several insurance com- 
panies have jointly agreed to pay ior 100,000 
copies of the law for distribution througnout 
the whole country, as showing the benelit ac- 
cruing to the insurance bu-sioess. 

COLVIN UNREPENTANT. 

Mayor Colvin does not seem much troubled 
about the opinion of Mr, Isbam, but plainiv 
shows disgust at the proceedings of the Citizens’ 
Association and newspaper talk. In a conversa- 
tion yesterday afternoon with a TRIBUNE re- 
porter he expressed himself quite freely in 
regard to the whole discussion as to his tenure 
( the office of Mayor. He said that he did not 
Want the oflice one minute if not entitled to 
it; but be was not going to vacate 
at the expression of opinion of some atripling to 
whom no ove would go except for counsel in 
some case before some Justice of the Peace, nor 
was such an opinion worth a snap of the finger 
compared with the convictions of such mew as 
Beckwith, Ayers, and Dickey, who were perhaps 
the best legal talentin thecity. He had been 
charged with advocating the adoption of the 
Charter of 1872 because it lengttened his term 
of oltice, but if he did not have a right of choice 
in such matters he had no longer the rights of a 
citizen. If the Citizens’ Association had any in- 
tention to take action beyond benetiting lawyers 
by giving their gratuitous opinions for general 
publication, he was desirous that such action 
should commence. If they had any ground for 
a case to be placed before the Supreme Court, 
he was ready and anxious that such a 
suit should be commenced. If they had 
no ultimate intentions it was better 
that the matter were dropped, that the diffusion 
of a wrongful prejudice against the Mayor might 
cease. His Honor was particularly auxious that 
the long and loudly talked of suit before the 
Supreme Court might be commenced, and 
evinced his displeasure by All fol-de-rol. O 
Lord!” 

MILK. 


The Committeee on Markets met at 3 o'clock 
vesterday in the City Clerk’s office. Present. 
Ald. Stout, Quirk. McDonald, and Fitzgerald. 
There were also present some representatives of 
the Milk-Dealers’ Union, who’ presented a peti- 
tion from the Special Committee of that Union 
asking the Committee on Markets to recommend 
to the Council the adoption of the New York 
State Milk Law.“ The Milk-Dealers have cir- 
culated a petition among citizens, to which 4,000 
names have been subscribed, asking the Council 
to adopt the New York State law. The law in 
question is favorably received so far as it re- 
lates to swill-milk,” and so far will probably 
be copied in the coming ordinance; but some 
claim its other provisions cut off the milk trade 
as carried on by many poor people who have 
only a cow or two, and whose petty gains go a 
loug way toward the support of a small family, 
and this even though the animals in question be 
fed on perfectly wholesome fodder. The Market 
Committee deem this unjust and wrong, and 
have refused to present the question for the 
consideration of the Common Council for that 
reason, regarding the accion of the Milk-Dealers’ 
Union as simply a move to beneüt themselves. 

Ald. Stout has sent to various surroundiog 
cities for a copy of the ordinance relating to the 
inspection of milk, and has instructed the Law 
Department to prepare the form of an ordi- 
nance that will protect the blic against the 
frauds of adulteration and that will provide for 
a Milk Inspector, while the Milk-Dealers Union 
hold that the proper body for the inspecting of 
milk is the Board of Health. 

The Market Committee recommended the ap- 
pointment of Fred Goodelius as City Weigher 
and the establishment of a c.ty scales as the 
corner of Chicago and Ashi avenues, and 
then adjourned.
